Rather, they were integrated.” 

Even some Navy buttons have been 
found at the site. . 

* “It didn’t seem to matter to them 
what kind of buttons they wore on 
their uniforms,” he said. 

Some of the pipes found are equally 
as telling about the soldiers who occu- 
pied the area. 


1856, two years before the camp was 
built, and the pipe was probably a 
campaign token that had been saved. 

Other artifacts from the dig include 
a boot, a lot of wine bottles and artil- 
lery shells, egg shells, slate pencils 


and a straight pin. i 
Cattle bones on the site tell about 
the men’s diet. e : 
“We know. from historical records 
that 10,000 head of cattle.were kept at, 
the camp for slaughter,” Berge said, 
“but we find no small bones the way. 
we would if the meat had been cut for 
steaks. Instead, we see large bones 
that indicate big chunks of meat were © 
cut off and boiled into a stew perhaps 
to feed the 3,500 soldiers.” ‘ 
The size of the barracks — 18 feet 
by 18 feet — combined with records 
that six men dormed in each barracks, 
indicate that to ease crowding the 
men probably slept in bunk beds. | 
Berge said not many artifacts or; 
details can escape the archaeologists. 
Each bit of dirt is screened through 
quarter-inch mesh. 


“Anything we miss would have to 
be pretty minute,” he said. 
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
